BEEF DOESN'T PAY 


Demonstrate at Dinner Dif- 
ficulty of Making 31 Cents 
on 30 “Roasts.” 


TARIFF. NOT TO BLAME? 


Hotels and cafés make no money on beef. 
The man who sells eteaks loses money, The 
man who makes more then 3D cents on thirty 
orders of roast beef is a genius. That is 
what the stewards say. 

Last, night thirty-five of them participated 
in a demonstration at Kunz-Remmler's. All 
are members of the Chicago branch of the 
International Stewards’ association. 

A forty pound piece of rib beef wae bought 
for $10.80. Seven pounds of the short ribs 


‘were trimmed off before e roast went into 


the oven. Eight pounds were lost in cooking. 
The twenty-five pounds were then put on the 
table and carved. result was: 

24 orders of roast beef at 60e. 614.40 
3 orders of short ribs at 45c.. 1.35 
4 orders of hash at 60e. 2.00

The gross profit was thus figured at $8.35.

The discovery of a micro-organism which 
may be of great value in wiping out the 
bubonic plague, being fatal to rats and rats 
only in minute quantities, was announced 
by Dr. Frederick G. Novy of the University of 
Michigan. One hundred millionth part of a 
cubic centimeter, he said, would kill any 
rat at once.

DISEASE FROM SOI POLLUTION. 
UNDAY'S paper published à teie- 
gram from Pittsburgh: saying. cer- 
tain physicians thought the pre- 
vailing epidemic of smallpox due 
to exeavation of the streets in a 

part of Pittsburgh where a fearfal epi- 
demic of the same disease prevailed in 
1878. The locality where the hole is deep- 
est is where the epidemic is worst, aud 
several of the earliest cases occurred 
amongst excavators. On these’ two ob- 
servations the physicians base their con- 
clusions. Pretty slim arguments on which 
to base an important conclusion! 

The records show that smalipox has 
been prevalent around Pittsburgh . for 
some weeks. Pittsburgh is, of was, poorly 
vac inated. 

Recently I heard a former, Minnesota 
official say. in ‘his opinion, not over one- 
fifth of the smallpox in Minnesota comes 
to the notice of health officers. The sta te- 
ment, of course, overshot the mark, but 
in every locality, in every epidemic there 
are some cases that never come under 
observation. They did not break out 
or had but a few pocks, they were not 
seen by physicians, or were not diagnose, 
or were hidden by friends, or ran away 
from the authorities. In some such way 
did the disease get to Pittsburgh.

But * polluted with consumption or 
typhoid or diphtheria becomes sterile in 
a short while. There is no danger to a 
neighborhood from opening up an old 
cemetery or digging up polluted soil for a 
sewer. Soil water rises and falls, and 
soil air flows in and out, and sometimes 
these pollute wells, and occasionally they 
pollute the air, but the bacterial pollution 
carried by them must have found its way 
into the soil recently. 

When disease bacteria find their war 
into the soil they are at once In combat 
with other bacteria. Bacteria which be- 
long there find eversthing to their liking 
and have no trouble in cleaning out the 
strangers in their midst.

Austria. 

It now turns out that since 1007, by virtue 
of a secret agreement signed by King Nich- 
olas at Vienne on June 12, with the then 
Austrian foreign minister, Count Golou- 
chowski, the Montenegrin monarch has been 
drawing an annual subsidy of 500,000 crawns 
from the Austrian treasury on the under- 
standing that he would give the preference 
to Austrian interests, the agreement contain- 
ing a guarantee by Austria of Montenegro's 
independence. 

The secret treaty, moreover, binds King 
Nicholes to permit the occupation of the 
Montenegrin port of Antlvart by Austria in 
the event of an Austrian war with I , al- 
though the monarch of Italy is the bon-in- 
law of the ruler of the Black M ain. 

King Nicholas bound himself Also not to 
rate any serious opposition to the annexa- 
tion of the Turkish provinces of Bosnia and 
Herzegovina, which, it may be remembered, 
took place two years after the signing of 
this convention.

The tenor of this secret treaty with Austria 
has been, betrayed to Russia by some dis- 
gruntied and malcontent Montenegrin states- 
man with the object of getting even with 
King Nicholas, and has been publitshed in 
extenso in most of the leading and most 
authoritative St. Petersburg and Moscow 
newspapers. 

The Russians cannot do otherwise than 
look upon the matter as gross ingratitude 
en the part of King Nicholas, who, m addi- 
tion to his annual allowance from them, is 
indebted for all sorts of kindnesses to the 
reigning house of Romanoff, every one of the 
daughters of the ruler of Montenegro hav- 
ing been brought up at St. Petersburg at the 
expense of the now dowager czarina,.wHile, 
on their marriage, they were, each of them, 
dowered by the late and the present em- 
peror to the extent of a couple of million 
rubies. 

Conditions are such in the Balkans that tt 
is impossible for Montenegro to remain true 
to the interests of Russia and to those of 
Austria-Hungary at one and the same time. 
It must Sacrifice the one or the other, and 
im either case the king would seem to have 
been playing a double game.

Catholic Charities Conference. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 23.—The national 
conference of Catholic charities in biennial ses- 
sion’ today resolved itself into sections to dis- 
cuss charitable work and organization. 

Adequate laws and their enforcement for the 
guardianship and protection of children were 
urged by Leonora L. Meder. Chicago, a member 
of the Catholic Woman's league. 

She urged the prevention of street peddling at 
night: by children, state support of children 
whose natural protectors have been imprisoned, 
and greater protection to girl immigrants. 

Dr. Mary O'Brien Porter, also ‘of Chicago, 
chairman of the protectorate of the Catholic 
Woman's league, said improved physical condi- 
tions would tend to decrease the number of 
criminals. Pure alr, good food, and healthful 
exercise for children, she said, would act as the 
preventive of diseases that lead naturally to a 
crimipal career. 

Miss Mary E. Shinnick, probation officer of 
Cincinnati, said it is better for the state to sup- 
port the families and keep the mothers and chil- 
dren togéther than to place the children in char- 
itable institutions. She urged that the widowed 
mothers be pénsioned by the state.

Patrick Mallon, probation officer at Brooklyn, 
said parochial schools of the Catholic church 
should educate girls regarding the responsibill- 
ties of motherhogd.

6 he ia a huge, graceful canvas, 22 
ing in red, white, and blue the digger moods and 
emotions. . The wave of his arms, the stride of 
his legs, the expression of his face are the sand- 
storm of histrionism.

I also find that while bacons and hams which 
are imported—sometimes in pickle to be «ured 
afterwards—are not necessarily grown in York- 
shire because they are called Yorkshire bacon 
or ham, but because of a particular one of the 
many ways of curing them—in ale, treacle 
(molasses), and so forth. 

Some of the names for English things waich 
have been perplexing I'am gradually beginning 
to. understand. It has always been a mystery 
to me how any Englishman could make a 
fortune in “blacking,” since the Bnglishman 
seems to waste so little of what we call by 
this name on his boots.
